That  I  will  lead  my  life 
and  practice  my  Art  in  uprightness  and  honor. 

That  into  whatsoever  home  I  shall  enter  it  shall  be  for 
the  good  of  the  sick  and  the  well  to  the  utmost  of  my 
power  and  that  I  will  hold  myself  aloof  from  wrong  and 
corruption  and  from  tempting  of  others  to  vice.  That 
I  will  exercise  my  Art,  solely  for  the  cure  of  my  patients 
and  the  prevention  of  disease  and  will  give  no  operation 
for  a  criminal  purpose  and  far  less  suggest  a  thing.  That 
whatsoever  I  shall  see  or  hear  of  the  lives  of  men  which 
is  not  fitting  to  be  spoken,  I  will  keep  inviolably  secret. 

These  things  I  do  promise  and  in  proportions  as  I  am 
faithful  to  this  oath,  may  happiness  and  good  repute  be 
ever  mine,  the  opposite  if  shall  be  forsworn.

^^e  THE  PYLONS 

For  over  40  years,  the  Pylons  that  grace  the  entrance  at  the 
Health  Sciences  Center  of  Morgantown  have  served  as  a  unique 
symbol  of  medical  education  at  West  Virginia  University.   Cre- 
ated by  Milton  Horn  and  commissioned  for  construction  in 
1954,  they  stand  as  a  tribute  to  the  development  of  the  "healing 
arts",  celebrating  the  accomplishments  of  medicine,  nursing, 
pharmacy  and  dentistry  through  the  ages. 
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The  panel  shown  depicts 
Hippocrates  (430-370  B.C.). 
He  was  the  orginal  patient 
advocate,  admonishing 
"Primum  Non  Nocere, "  (First, 
Do  No  Harm).  Below, 
Aristode  compares  the  bony 
structures  of  different  ani- 
mals. He  first  proposed  the 
idea  of  species-fixed  sets  in 
nature  that  would  reproduce 
true  lineage. 


For  five  hundred  years,  the 
work  of  Benvenutus  Grassus 
stood  as  the  sentinel  work  on 
opthalmology.  He  studied 
the  structures  of  the  eye,  as 
well  as  its  disease.  Here,  he 
examines  the  eve  ot  a  patient. 
The  lower  panel  depicts  a 
deaconess  in  a  medieval  hos- 
pital caring  for  a  patient.  For 
centuries  nursing  was  a  chari- 
table venture,  carried  out  pri- 
marily bv  women  of  means, 
but  without  any  training. 
Today,  nurses  train  in  basic 
and  clinical  sciences. 


Andrea  Vesalius  (1514- 
1564)  wrote  the  first 
anatomv  book  based  on 
human  dissection.  The  il- 
lustrated text  refuted  much 
of  Galen's  teachigs  which 
were  based  on  dissection  of 
animals. 


William  Harvery  (1578- 
1657)  studued  blood  and 
its  movement  through  the 
vessels  and  the  heart.  With- 
out the  aid  of  the  micro- 
scope, he  postulated  the 
existence  of  cappilaries  - 
later  proven  by  Malpighi. 
Steven  Hales  (1677-1761), 
a  brilliant  British  plant 
physiologist  who  was  also 
interested  in  pressure  ex- 
erted bv  blood,  measured 
bloood  pressure  by  cannu- 
lating  the  veins  of  various 
animals  with  a  graduated 
glass  tube.

The  School  of  Medicine  yearbook  derives  its  title  from 

these  structures.  The  word  "Pylon"  originates  from  the 

Greel  root  meaning  "Gateway".  This  gateway  represents 

the  generations  of  students  dedicated  to  the  pursuit  of 

knowledge  and  their  quest  to  help  others.

Tboii  Shalt  Make  It  An  Oil  Of 
Holy  Ointment  Compimd  After 
The  Art  Of  The  Apothecary  ..." 
he  mortar  and  pesde  to  this 
day  evoke  the  pharmacist. 
The  lower  portion  too,  comes 
from  the  bible.  Leviticus 
aught  the  laws  of  sanitation, 
personal  hygiene,  and  food 
Dreparation. 


Pierre  Fauchard  (1678-1761) 
was  no  mere  barber  who 
pulled  teeth  as  a  sideline.  He 
founded  modern  dentistry, 
concerning  himself  with  the 
scientific  study  of  oral  dis- 
eases as  well  as  preventive 
care.  Below,  we  see  another 
frenchman,  Louis  Pasteur 
(1822-1895).  Heinnoculates 
the  brain  ofa  dog  with  rabies 
virus.  Pasteur  successfully 
developed  an  attenuated 
strain  that  he  used  in  1885  to 
treat  a  young  boy  badlv  bit- 
ten by  a  rabid  dog  -  the  child 
survived. 


War  has  always  afforded  phy- 
sicians the  opportunity  to 
studyhuman  anatomy  and 
physiology.  William  Beau- 
mont (1785-1853)  was  sta- 
tioned at  Fort  Mackinack,  MI 
in  1822.  His  patient,  Alexis 
St.  Martin  suffered  a  gun- 
shot wound  which  healed 
into  a  gastrocutaneous  fis- 
tula. Beaumont  supported 
St.  Martin  and  his  family  for 
the  next  eight  years  in  ex- 
change for  studying  the  di- 
gestive process  through  the 
patient's  wound.  The  lower 
portion  of  the  panel  com- 
memorates \\  ilhelm 
Roentgen's  discovery  of  x- 
rays  in  1825.  Roentgen  re- 
ceived the  first  Nobel  prize 
in  physics  for  his  work. 


F.phraim  McDowell  (1771- 
1830)  staged  a  miraculous 
surgery  in  1809  when  he  di- 
agnosed and  removed  a  large 
ovarian  tumor  from  a  Mrs. 
Jane  Todd  Crawford, 
wothout  the  benefit  of  anes- 
thesia or  antiseptic.  The  pa- 
tient lived  at  least  another 
ten  years  according  to 
records.
